men’s lives is an added problem. 

In principle, there is nothing new 
about dehydration. Like most pro- 
cesses, it has been learned from 
nature. Primarily it is a means of 
preservation. 

Nature dries many substances 
which she wishes to preserve, for 


| example, cereal seeds, which have 


a very low content of moisture. 


Primitive man, observed this, dried | 


in the sun the seeds, the fruit, the 
fish, and the meat which he wished 
to store for winter use, when there 
would be no fruit, and hunting 
would be difficult or impossible. 


Evaporating 


What is being done today is to 
dry the food by the use of a new 
technique, by applying all the re- 
sources which science has placed 
at our disposal. The results are 
we can reduce even the most 
watery vegetables or the juiciest 


meat to a far lower moisture con- | 


tent than that of any cereal seed 


The actual process varies with | 


the foodstuff from which the 
moisture is to be taken. It is at its 
simplest with milk and egg, the 
foods with which the British public 
first learned to associate it. 

The liquid milk is sprayed 
through a very fine mesh into a 
current of air so hot that it is 
evaporated at once, leaving only a 
powder. The eggs, after they have 
been shelled and stirred to make 
the fluid uniform, are treated in 
exactly the same way. In each 
case there is a great saving, both 
in bulk and in weight. 

The saving is greater with eggs 
because of their shells and the 
space that has to be left between 
them when they are packed 
Roughly speaking, their weight is 
reduced by four-fifth, and the 
Space they occupy in ratio is from 
two cubic feet to Jess thrn half a 
cubic foot, 

With vegetables, the saving in 
weight is astonishing, while the 
saving in bulk is not quite so dra-

Much depends, too on the way 
the vegetables are treated, before 
they are dried, and on their degree 
of freshness, Carrots must be abso. 
lutely fresh, as many of us have 


lexperienced when canning them, 


Some experts refuse to treat them 
if they have been out of the ground 
for more than an hour. 

But the saving in weight is worth 
a good deal of trouble. Under the 
best conditions 200 pounds of raw 
carrots have been reduced to 1?

Dried Meats 


The drying of meat is of par- 
ticular importance to Britain, 
where a large proportion have been 
imported for many years.
